The Department of the Interior has notified us that the Terre Haute YMCA Building, 200 S. 6th St.,
Terre Haute, Vigo Co., Indiana was entered in the National Register of Historic Places on June 3,
2019,

Authorized by the National Historic Preservation Act of 1966, the National Register of Historic Places
is the official inventory of sites with national, state, or local significance in the development of our
nation’s cultural heritage. Listing on the National Register is official recognition of the significance of
the site and provides a measure of protection for the property.

In Indiana the National Register is administered by the Department of Natural Resources. [n addition
to a degree of environmental protection, owners of listed properties may be eligible to apply for
matching federal grants for restorations or preservation work, if funds are available. Owners of
commercially-used properiies are also eligible for federal tax benefits for cerlified rehabilitation work.
